Well, the moment of truth has 
arrived. 

The yearbook staff says: ‘‘Due to lack of interest the Lumen will be cancelled. Since there 
has been only four people, give or take a few, who have executed any amount of energy on 
this adventure, the prospects for the publication of the book are nil. Unless sustained, 
energetic (work) enthusiasm can be aroused in the “‘silent majority’ those who are in- 
terested will not be able to do the work required. Since no such interest is forthcoming, all 
work will cease and desist.’’ 

Can you blame them? Last week the Lumen staff made picture taking for the seniors 
available at no cost to the participants. The results were less than disheartening. Out ‘of 
approximately 600 seniors only 182 got their pictures taken. You still have time, if you make 
an appointment and have your pictures taken by November 25, 1970 at Rogers Studios, 
Haverhill the yearbook will pay for your sitting fee. In recent weeks, the staff meetings have 
been non-existent because noone came. This, of course, adds enthusiasm to the project. 

Recently. the Lumen staff has decided to take the initiative to cancel the project, give the 
Student Council its money back and work enthusiastically on some project that the students 
will support. Their reasoning is that $6,000is a lot to spend on a very small percentage of the 
~ students. This money could be used for any number of things. 

Do you agree? If you do, your work is finished. If you don’t then you have an alternative.

(ACU—I) Region I conference which was held at the 
Murray D. Lincoln Campus Center, at the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst, Mass., on November 5, 6, 7

Citizens Join Cause 


Well over $1400 was donated to the Team Coordinating 
Agency, a non-profit organization, from greater 
Haverhill residents during T.C.A Month (Sept.-Oct.) 
The donations, which are small but signify the dedicated 
efforts of the agency, are to be used to expand the ac- 
tivities of the center, to expand the use of half-way 
houses, and to provide food, clothes, and housing for 
people who need help. T.C.A. is a drug-rehabilitation 
center headquartered in the basement of N.E.C.C. 
Summer St. 

Donations, which are always welcome, can further be 
used to cover travel expenses for people with drug 
problems in various half-way houses, such as the 
Challenge House in Methuen at the old St. Basil 
Seminary and Birch Acres In New Hampshire. All 
services performed by the center are free of charge to 
the people aided. 

The agency is solely dedicated in halting the spread 
and abuse of dangerous drugs, as well as helping the 
drug abuser... For example, T.C.A. handled over 100 
drug overdose cases in one month; four of these people 
attempted suicide. The city of Haverhill holds the third 
highest drug arrest rate in the Commonwealth. This 
status-quo, therefore, keeps T.C.A. quite busy.

CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION 

When a human being, who is seriously troubled by his- 
her abuse of dangerous drugs, contacts the agency for 
help, all information exchanged between the person and 
T.C.A. is strictly kept confidential. Under no cir- 
cumstances will the center’s members convey to the 
police data concerning a drug abuser. The center is a 
helping and hopefully healing drug-rehabilitation 
center. 

Pregnancy. is another problem handled by the 
organization which pays laboratory fees for pregnancy 
tests. T.C.A. informs neither the press, the police, nor 
the relatives of the people involved. 

As of September 3, 1969, T.C.A. joined a Venereal 
Disease Clinic located in St. Joseph’s Hospital, Lowell 
Massachusetts. Coordinators of the agency sponsor 
‘free’ rides to the clinic for infected persons twice a 
week: every Tuesday at 4:30 p.m. and each Friday at 
8:30 a.m. All names, addresses, phone numbers, and 
personal data of persons aided by the clinic adheres to 
the confidential policy.

The Bomb Hoax 


Must We? 
Bomb Scares 


Since the spring semester of 1970 N.E.C.C. has been 
plagued by make-believe terrorists who call in and 
falsely report to college officials locations of bombs in 
our buildings. 

Must we? have spinach for dinner? 

The results of these bomb scares have been, though 
the word may be strong, tragic. 

Students, faculty, and staff alike have had to, after 
each false bomb report, drop whatever they were doing 
and leave the building for an hour or longer while 
authorities search for a bomb that does not exist. 

One alleged bomb hoaxer was apprehended. A 
N.E.C.C, student, who allegedly made the call on im- 
pulse. The call in question was traced on November 5, 
1970. 

It was the general feeling here that this incident would 
serve as a warning to others with the same intentions. 
Some of us even hoped for an end to bomb scares here. 

But it wasn’t. Heads rolled on Thursday, November 
12, when another false report of a bomb was reported by 
yet another prankster. 


Result: evacuation of the Summer St. campus; police 
and firemen rushed to the scene; janitors helped search 
for abomb; dismay, annoyance, and frustration of those 
who seek a halt or a solution to these bomb scares. 


So far there have only been scares—no real bombings. 
Let us pray that no prankster tells the truth. If so, 
lives—jobs—and obviously, our college, may be in 
danger. Bombs are dangerous. 

Bomb scares are not trite. They are very serious 
offenses which abuse the liberties and rights of many 
people. 

Solutions to these bomb scares are being sought for. 
Some students feel that the entire student body should 
vote whether to continue to evacuate the buildings or 
remain in classes, ignoring the false bomb reports. 

President Loring, of the Council, proposed at an 
emergency student council meeting on October 30 that 
I.D.’s be checked at our doors daily. Such action would 
be preventive in finding suspicious people who might

Student Counselor 


Student Counselor, Betty 
Coyne spoke before a small class 
of college students at the Sum- 
mer Street Campus recently 
answering questions on coun- 
seling activities. 

Not shy to make a reply about 
her youth and natural beauty 
affecting her work, she said that 
perhaps the first year of her 
counselor-to-student relationship 
held just that one-year age gap 
combined with prior social 
professionalism and the free 
atmosphere of the school that 
promised. her the pleasure and 
experience of success. 

Betty’s duties range from 
financial aid to student-teacher 
relationships. Her office is open 
on a walk-in basis though ap- 
pointments can also be made; 
and she is always there to discuss 
any problem, personal or other in 
confidence. ‘‘Just talking,’ she 
said, ‘‘is the key to many of the 
problems we solve.” 


“Narcotic problems seem to be 
less serious in college than in 
high school.” She made the ob- 
servation based on the student 
maturity that is developed at 
Northern Essex. 


She said, “‘sometimes speaking 
of domestic or exterior problems 
we teach the student to cope with 
that which he cannot change.”’ 


Betty said that the modern 
counseling approach is the 
“positive approach,”’ and was the 
best method because jit helped 
students to direct their own lives 
more effectively in the future. 


This is Miss Coyne’s third year 
with N.E.C.C. From her ex- 
perience in student morale 
‘during these years, she said that 
the school’s accreditation which 
was received in December 1969, 
was the biggest factor in

promoting student confidence. 
She said it gave the student a new 
sense of pride and security in the 
college, that boosted his efforts 
and resulted in better grades and 
fewer counseling problems. 

“We like to aid the student 
troubled with a draft situation,”’ 
she said, ‘‘when his motive is 
education.” Betty said that she 
agreed that better education 
makes better society. 

She also offers valuable in- 
formation in areas of transfer 
applications, study and credit 
guidelines, or special tutoring 
needs. % 

Several other counselors are 
available to share these services 
with Betty. Offices are located in 
room 106 at the Summer Street 
campus or room 205 at Chadwick 
Street in Bradford.

New Addition 


The History Department has a new instructor. He is 
Chester Hawrylciw. A native of Ludlow Massachusetts, 
he now lives with his wife and two sons in Hampton 
Beach, New Hampshire. 


Mr. Hawrylciw completed undergraduate work at 
Springfield College in 1966. His participation in varsity 
football and baseball won him letters in the sports. 


For his master’s degree in history, Mr. Hawrylciw 
attended the University of California at Santa Barbara. 
During this time, he was a research assistant to 
Professor Lynn Marshall on a project to formulate a 
working computer analysis of political behavioral 
patterns. He taught at the Santa Barbara City College 
for one semester, then left to travel through Europe with 
his family. It was after his travels that he was ap- 
pointed to the Northern Essex faculty. 


In an informal interview, Mr. Hawrylciw expressed 
various opinions and observations. 


When asked his reason for becoming a teacher, he 
answered, ‘‘It is a position where a daily challenge is 
given to get across to the student an awareness and 
sensitivity of our institutions.’”’ Mr. Hawrylciw then 
suggested a method of adding interest to a History 
course, ‘‘by showing the students that we, in our own 
small way, are making history every day.” 


Our new addition to the History Department has many 
other interesting opinions and has made some ob- 
servations about the students at N.E.C.C. He finds that 
students here more conservative than he had an- 
ticipated after his experiences with the students in 
California. 


He believes history does not always repeat itself but 
that we can learn from mistakes of history, however, 
more often we don’t. 


Mr. Hawrylciw takes a special interest in recent U.S. 
& British history (STUDENTS TAKE NOTE). Of per- 
sonal research interest is the ‘‘death of Liberalism and 
transition to the modern welfare state’”’ in Britain.

The Student Council to Date 


The Student Council is in full 
swing. The first meeting, October 
22, 1970, luckily did not set a 
trend. Since that time the par- 
ticipation and action has been 
more than encouraging. This 
reporter began covering the 
Student Council meetings with 
more than anyone’s share of 
cynicism; but since that time, I 
have become convinced that the 
1970-71 council may be the ef- 
fective group it should be. They 
have moved from a nondescript 
bunch of individuals to a 
conglomerate of opinionated 
power seekers to a group of 
student body voices to a truly 
legislative body. They have also 
moved from procrastination to 
duplication of effort to the issues 
at hand. This is a remarkable 
improvement indeed to the short 
space of one month. Now to get on 
to what they have done. 

On October 22, 1970 only the 
bare minimum attended. The 
president of the Council was 
selected from the senior mem- 
bers. These members elected 
Tim Loring. A quorum was 
present from the seniors and 
therefore, the appointment was 
made. A quorum of the freshmen 
members was not present, 
therefore, there were no more 
appointments at that time. The 
remainder of the time was used 
for the discussion of issues to be 
considered for a vote at a later 
time. 

The second meeting trudged 
along but things were done. 
Nominations were taken for the 
positions of Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, and the 
chairman of the Finance and 
Social Committee. The ap- 
pointments were thus handed 
out, Tom McLaughlin, Janice 
Ordway, Jack Ringland, for both 
Treasurer and Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, and Jeanne 
Pasztor. Discussion then turned 
to paying the Buzzy Droutin Jazz 
Family $500 for a concert on 
November 12, 1970 at 1:00 in the 
Summer Street lounge. The 
Lumen staff then brought up the 
question of their budget. It had 
already been decided that all 
budgets would go through the 
Finance Committee but due to 
the emergency nature of the 
Lumen needs, the discussion was 
spontaneous. As a result, the 
Lumen was alloted $4934 of its 
proposed $6300. With this money 
the Lumen was allowed to sign a 
contract for that amount. The 
next order of business resulted in 
the Council financing the Future 
Secretary’s Club $73 to pay for 
the pies for the pie-throwing 
rally. Also, the Athletic 
Department, with Mr. Holdens’ 
intercession was awarded $1000; 
$166.40 went to sending three of 
the councilors to U. Mass for the 
Association of College Union 
International Regional Con- 
ference; and $20 to the Ski Club 
as a downpayment on the Elks 
Hall for a mixer December 12, 
1970. The meeting was _ then 
adjourned due to a bomb scare. 

A special: meeting was called 
on October 30, 1970, to discuss 


* what the Council thought should 
§ be college policy on bomb 


threats. The subsequent 
discussion centered around the 
second proposal concerned in- 
dividual decision on whether to 
evacuate the building during a 
pomb scare. This proposal is 
much on the order of the policy 
now being carried out at Boston 
University. After much 


. discussion the council took the 


stand that this proposal was good 
but could be improved upon— 
such as tighter security and the 
fullest treatment of the situation. 

The next business meeting was 


H held on November 10, 1970. After 


much rhetoric, it was decided by 
the Council that the Buzzy 
Droutin Jazz Family would not 
play on November 12, 1970, but 
rather Brand X would play. They 
appropriated $60 for the per- 
formance. Much of _ the 
remainder of the meeting was 
spent discussing the Drama 
Club’s budget, in particular $500 
for costumes for their next play. 


On November 12, 1970, a 
special meeting was called to 
resolve the matter of costume 
expenditures. New questions 
were raised over the expense 
because a student, Buddy Gor- 
man, had said that if he knew 
exactly what the Drama Club 
needed for costumes he could 
probably get them for reduced 
rates. Mr. Boles, advisor to the 
Drama Club, countered with the 
idea that renting costumes 
teaches those in the Drama Club 
nothing and that making 
costumes is an important part of 
learning what the theater is. The 
Council then gave the club what 
they had requested. Discussion 
then switched to the payment of 
salaries to the Athletic Director 
and the various team coaches. 
This question was carefuliy 
considered because those who 
had not been paid last year, had 
requested raises and others who 
had not been paid last year, Jack 
Wysong had requested salaries 
since they had put much time and 
effort into the teams. Dean 
Stafford then suggested that the 
council pro-rate salaries on what 
had been paid to the coaches last 
year and consider any additional 
salaries when the entire Athletic 
budget was presented. This 
proposal was presented in the 
form of a motion and was passed. 


Last Tuesday, November 17, 
five questions were discussed. 
First, nominations were taken 
for students who would be willing 
to serve on both the Academic 
Affairs and Curriculum Com- 


mittee of the Academic Council. 
Not enough names were 
presented. The councilors were 
asked to each have one name to 
be placed in nomination at the 


- next meeting. A statement on the 


fate of the Lumen was then asked 
for. Senior Councilor Jeanne 
Pasztor, Co-Editor of the Lumen, 
answered by saying that since 
only 182 out of 600 seniors had had 
their pictures taken and that her 
staff consisted of less than a half 
dozen people and, therefore, 
perhaps the project should be 
terminated and the remaining 
money already appropriated to 
the book could be returned to the 
Council and subsequently put’ to 
better use. It was decided that no 
final decision be made until the 
student body could be polled via 
the newspaper. Dr. John Osborne 
then spoke to the Council about 
the controversy surrounding the 
electrical supply being brought 
into the new school. The Council 
asked Dr. Osborne to forumlate a 
petition on the question to be 
presented for student signing. 
They asked him to bring it to 
them at a meeting that they 
called for Thursday, November 
19 expressly for this purpose. The 
Council also decided to pay Glen 
Keating $21 for his mileage to U. 
Mass to attend seminars on a 
student run drug center which 
they have set up theré. The last 
order of business was to consider 
& request for $225 by the Elec- 
trons Club to pay for the expenses 
at their mixer November 25. The 
request was approved.

ne Country Team Ends 


Season with 4 Wins, 2 Losses 


The N.E.C.C Cross-Country Team, better known as 
the Knights, wrapped up a 4 and 2 season November 5th 
with a 4.5 mile quadrangular meet held on the banks of 
the Charles River in Boston. te 

Besides Northern Essex, other schools competing 
were Bryant and Stratton College, Massachusetts Bay 
aay College, and Emerson College—a four-year 
school. 

The Northern Essex harriers, under the leadership of 
Coach Al Bradley and Captain Bill Hickey (Senior), 
scored 60 points defeating Bryant and Stratton, who 
totaled 65 points, and. Mass. Bay who was disqualified. 
But, despite an impressive second place run of 26:01 by 
the Knights’ Jim Henry (Senior), the team proved to be 
no match for the strong runners of Emerson who tallied 
a mere 23 points. 

Emerson took first with a time of 24:24 and also placed 
men in the fourth, fifth, sixth, and seventh slots. The 
KnightS John Cahalane (Senior) finished twelfth with a 
time of 29:13, Freshman Russ Mann followed two 
seconds behind with 29:15 placing thirteenth. Captain 
Hickey came in fifteenth with 29:38, brother John 
Hickey (Freshman) took the eighteenth slot with 30:49 
and Senior Larry Andrus, who ran the entire season with 
a painful right knee, netted twenty-first with 32:45. 

In previous meets the team ran away from Leicester 
Junior College in an 18-36 trouncing at Leicester and 
triumphed over Mass Bay 27-30 in a meet at Cambridge. 
The Knights suffered a 23-32 loss to Mass Bay in their 
opening meet October 10th at Haverhill’s Winnekinni 
Park. 

This marks the first year that Northern Essex has had 
a cross-country team and Coach Bradley was well 
pleased with its fine performance.

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A Champ Fights Back 


The one time crown prince of 
boxing is now a mature man, 
fighting to get back on top. But 
can Muhammad Ali erace 43 
months of exile from thering. 


In March of 1967, Cassius Clay, 
also known as Muhammad. Ali, 
knocked out Zora Folley in the 
seventh round of their heavy- 
weight bout. On- October 26th, 
1970, he knocked out the number 
one contender for the 
heavyweight championship, 
Jerry Quarry, in three rounds. 

Making his comeback after 43 
months absence from the ring, 
former heavyweight champion 
Muhammad Ali astonished the 
boxing world by appearing to be 
every bit as fast, of hand and 
foot, as he was 342 years ago 
when he defeated Zora Folley in 
the old Madison Square Garden. 

Although the boxing style 
remained the same, Ali was a 
different man on that Monday 
nightin Atlanta, Georgia when he 
beat Quarry. 

The Ali of three years ago was 
a loud, flamboyant youth, given 
to poetry recitals and pre-fight 
predictions. The man who fought 
and beat Quarry in Atlanta was a 
more mature, reserved and 
dignified man. The dark eyes are 
more serious and stern now. The 
face is still unmarked but the set 
of the jaw betrays the added 
confidence the man possesses. 

Ali speaks in a soft, yet com- 
manding voice. It is commanding 
not by how it’s used but by what 
is said. Muhammed Alisays what 
the feels and stands by what he 
says. His battle with his draft 
status has proven his courage to 
stand up for his convictions. The 
simple road would have been for 
Ali to accept induction, serve two 


_ years working with the Special 


Services giving exhibition bouts 
and then return to pro boxing. 
Instead he stood by his beliefs. 

The actual fight between Ali 
and Quarry was unimpressive 
except that it proved Ali to be as 
fast as before, and stronger. 

As the two fighters met in the 
middle of the ring to get last 
minute instructions from referee 
Tony Perez, Quarry, wearing 
blue satin trunks, began to stare 
at Ali, Muhammad, at six three, 
two inches taller than Quarry, 
began to stare back with his 
dark, menacing eyes. 

“You are in trouble boy,” Ali 
said to Quarry, sticking his 
rubber mouth piece out to speak. 

Quarry, with his battered nose 
and square jaw, replied, ‘““You’re 
the one who’s in trouble.” 

Predictably the fight began 
with Ali circling to the left, never 
allowing Quarry to plant his feet 
for a solid blow. This maneuver 
has been a trademark of Ali’s 
since he started fighting 
professional. The move was 
probably picked up from Jersey 
Joe Walcott, who boxed in a 
similar. manner. Prior to the 
fight, Muhammad Ali watched 
movies of the Walcott-Charles 
fight. 

Ali dominated the first round, 
consistently hitting Quarry with 
quick left jabs which snapped 
Quarry’s head back. Ali’s lefts 
were landing with more authority 
than before. In previous fights, 
Ali’s lefts were quick, stinging

blows, doing no real damage. But 
against Quarry, these jabs were 
just as quick but with more. 
power behind them. In the 
combinations, Ali’s rights were 
delivered with more power than 
before. Clearly Muhammad had 
gained in strength. 

At 213% pounds, Muhammad 
had a weight advantage of 16 
pounds over Quarry who weighed 
in.at 19712. Ali also enjoyed a 
reach.advantage. But the major 
difference between the two op- 
ponents was speed. With his 
hands and feet Ali was con- 
siderably faster than Quarry. 
Quarry moved sluggishly, more 
prone to flatfootedness. Ali, on 
the other hand, . moved 
gracefully, staying on the tips of 
his toes. 

“Slide and glide,’’ trainer 
Angelo Dundee told Ali ‘‘Don’t 
lose your pride.” 

Ali’s mobility prevented 
Quarry from establishing an 
effective attack, although he had 
planned to chase Ali down. 

“T don’t plan to move away 
from’him,’’ Quarry said before 


the fight. “I’m going to be 
aggressive.” 
But this plan never 


materialized. The second round 
was a video tape replay of the 
first. Ali floated around, jabbing 
at Quarry’s head, connecting 
with good combinations, missing 
a few also. Quarry did land a 
good right to Ali’s body toward 
the end of the second round, but 
Ali shook it off and went to his 
corner. 

The third round looked pretty 
much like the first two. But half 
way through, Ali opened a cut 
over Quarry’s left eye. Realizing 
this could mean trouble, Quarry, 
blood pouring out over his face 
and into his eye, started to fight 
harder. But to no avail. Ali 
hammered at the wounded eye as 
Quarry tried desperately to wipe 
the blood away. 

At the end of the round Quarry 
went to his corner. Teddy Ben- 
tham, his trainer, worked over 
the eye, but realizing the cut was 
too. deep, ended the fight. 

“Oh my God, Jerry. I can see 
the bone,’”’ he said to Quarry. 
“We got to stop the fight.” 

In a desperate effort to prove 
he was capable of continuing the 
fight Quarry leaped to his feet, 
out of the holds of trainers 
Bentham and Willie Ketcham, 
and charged across the ring. But 
it was all over. Referee Tony 
Perez declared Muhammad Ali 
the winner. 

And so Muhammad ‘“‘Cassius 
Clay” Ali, has won his first 
professional fight in 43 months. 
But this fight, although proving 
Ali’s speed and added strength, 
left two questions unanswered. 

Can he go fifteen rounds and 
can he withstand a hard punch? 

Although it is conceded he is 
faster than any heavyweight, 
including Joe Frazier, if he has 
lost his stamina, towards the 
sixth round he will be very 
vulnerable, and. a boxer such as 
Frazier could move in and 
destroy him. 

As to the second question, it is 
unanswerable. Muhammad Ali 
has never been seriously hit. His 
ability to take a punch has never 
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been tested. But Frazier is a hard 
hitter, and if ever there is a boxer 
to test the durability of Ali’s chin, 
Joe Frazier is that boxer. 

Already the bidding for a 
Frazier-Ali fight is up to $2 
million. Famed Las Vegas odds- 
maker, Jimmy (the Greek) 
Snyder thinks it’s an even fight. 

“It’s an even-money affair as 
of now,”’ the Greek said after the 
Quarry fight. 

These questions won’t be an- 
swered until the night Joe 
Frazier and Muhammad Ali step 
into the same ring. But until then, 


“The champ’’ will keep the 
boxing world humming.
